NEW YORK RAILROAD CLUB.--At the meeting of 
March 20 a paper was read on the subject ‘‘Some Prin- 
ciples of Railway Regulation,’ by Mr. H. T. Newcomb, 
Editor of the ‘“‘Railway World.”’ An interesting though 
short discussicn called attention to necessary modifica- 
tions of some of the statemenfs contained in the paper. 
The request from the Master Car Builders’ Association as 
to suggestions for amendment of the rules of interchange, 
and the same society’s request for suggestions as to the 
proper mode of attaching cards to steel cars were dis- 
cussed and acted upon by the club. At the April meeting 
a paper will be read by Mr. E. E. Russell Tratman, Asso- 
ciate Editor of Engineering News, on the subject ‘‘Heavy 
Freight Traffic; Its Relation to Roadbed and Trackwork.”’ 


WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meeting 
on March 19 Mr. F. R. Still, of the American Blower Co., 
read a paper on ‘‘Mechanical Draft,’’ describing the use 
of fans and short chimneys in place of tall and expensive 
chimneys, and a'lso discussing the theoretical efficiency 
of mechanical and natural draft and the economy of the 
former where a chimney furnishes all the draft required 
and a fuel economizer is not used. The power expended 
in driving a fan rarely exceeds, and is usually below, 2% 
of the steaming capacity of the plant. Overhung fans 
were considered preferable to those on long shafts. In 
comparing forced draft with induced draft, he considered 
the latter as the ideal system for stationary boiler plants 
having automatic stokers. Mr. Rogers, of the B. F. Sturte- 
vant Co., discussed the subject at some length in regard to 
the boiler plants of office buildings, etc. Mr. George A. Da- 
mon described the mechanical draft plant at the power 
station of an interurban electric railway in Michigan. Mr. 
B. J. Arnold remarked that it was often asked why the 
great power plants of city electric railway and lighting 
stations were not fitted with mechanical draft instead of 
their tall and expensive chimneys for natural draft, but 
in many cities a certain height is specified by ordinances 
in order to prevent nuisance from the smoke and gases.

RAILWAYS. 


BALTIMORE & OHIO.—Improvements are reported to

It is stated that Mr. Peyton represents an 
American syndicate, which proposes to build several hun 
dred miles of railway in Mexico, and that this concession 
is but the forerunner of other projects of the same nature 
which the syndicate has planned to undertake. 

RAILWAYS.—Northern Nigeria, Africa.—Gen. Sir Frede- 
rick D. Lugard, High Comr. of Northern Ligeria, reports 
that the Legos Ry. has been built to Ibadan, a distance 
of 123 miles from the coast, and will be extended on to the 
Niger River, about 150 miles more. It is recommended 
that a line be built from Ibadan to Sapele instead of to the 
port of Lagos, where a bar will have to be removed at a 
cost of about $5,000,000. Other important railway work 
is recommended by the governor. 


POWER PLANT.—Mexico.—A syndicate formed by F. 8. 
Pearson, C. E., 621 Broadway, New York, in which New 
York, Boston and Montreal capitalists are interested, will 
construct a water power plant in the State of Puebla, Mex 
The company will have $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 capital 
and develop water power to the extent of 40,000 to 50,000 
HP. for use in Mexico and surrounding country. It is pro 
posed to expend about $6,000,000 in gold in the undertak- 
ing. Surveys of the country have been completed and con- 
tracts closed. 

PUBLIC WORKS.—Spain.—The municipality of Zara- 
goza, Spain, is asking for plans for one year from Feb. | 
for increasing the water supply of Zaragoza, a eity with 
a population of 100,000. The prize for the accepted plan 
is $5,800.——Leonardo Alberto Monigatti has been granted 
a concession for a tramway from San Sebastian to To- 
losa, Spain.——Bids are asked by the president of the 
Audiencia Territorial, Madrid, until March 29 for an elec- 
tric plant in the Carcel Modelo. Upset price, $5,800.—— 
The Sociedad Minas y Ferrocarril de Carreno has been 
granted a 99-year concession for a railway from Abono, 
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on the projected line from Vernia to Musel, to Candas, and 
branches to the iron mines.——Bids are asked until April 
10 by - Ay ministry of public works, Madrid, until April 
10 for two iron bridges. 

RAILWAY.—Persia.—U. 8. Minister Griscom, at Tehe- 
ran, Persia, reports that in view of the many inquiries 
received regarding the possibility of obtaining concessions 
for the construction and operation of railroads in Persia, 
he made the necessary inquiries and was informed of the 
existence of an agreement between the Persian and Rus- 
sian governments giving to the latter the exclusive right 
to construct railroads in Persia for a period of ten years 
from the accession of the present Shah. This agreement 
has still seven years to run. 


RAILWAY.—Mexico.—Reports state that the following is 
the route submitted to the government for the system from 
Mexico City to on City, Mo.: From Mexico City to 
Tampico, Mex., faa the Honey concession for the Pa- 
chuca R. R.; from ampico to the northern frontier, strik- 
ing the Rio Grande north of Matamoras, and will be ex- 
tended to San Antonio, Tex., from where direct connec- 
tions will be had with Kansas City. It is generally be- 
lieved that this road will be built, as the government is 
interested in developing the frontier between Nuevo La- 
redo and Matamoras, which contain rich agricultural lands. 
The concession is to be granted to the same people inter- 
ested in the construction of the Pachuca R. R. and who 
will guarantee the performance of their contract by a for- 
feiture of the Pachuca concession. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. —Nicaragua.—Press reports state 
that the steamer ‘‘Esther,’’ especially chartered, left New 
Orleans March 18 for Greytown, Nicaragua, loaded with 
$75,000 worth of electrical equipment. The shipment is 
the first of an electrical enterprise embarked in by Ameri- 
can capital. A company of electrical engineers and supply 
men has secured from the Nicaragua government a mo- 
nopoly of the electrical lighting in four of the principal 
cities of Nicaragua, They are Managua, Lion, Masaya 
and Grenada. The plant at Managua, Zelaya’s capital, 
will be lighted by a steam plant, which will be completed 
in eight months. In the Tippicata River, 60 miles from 
the route of the proposed Nicaragua Canal, there is a 
waterfall. This will be harnessed for water power, and 
will light all three of the other cities. The plant will be 
completed in three years, at a cost of several hundred 
thousand dollars. Long distance electrical distribution 
of the latest type will be employed in transmitting the 
electric current. The monopoly covers all forms of elec- 
tric lighting, both public and private. -The construction 
of the plants will be conducted by W. B. Reed, an engi- 
neer of New Orleans, and most of the capital invested will 
be from the state of Louisiana. 

AMERICAN MACHINERY, ETC.—South Africa.—U. S. 
Consul Hollis, of Lourenco Marquez, under date of Jan. 
27, says that he has received from Wilcken & Ackermann, 
of that city (branch house in Johannesburg), a request for 
American products. The house wishes to secure the 
agenry for steel lars, loromotives and other rolling stock, 
mining and electrical machinery, pitch pine, Oregon pine, 
ete., from the U. S. Mr. Ackermann, one of the partners, 
is on his way to the U. S. to arrange for these agencies. 
Mr. Hollis believes that a large trade in these lines can 
be created in southeast Africa, the Transvaal, Mozam- 
eg I and adjoining states. The consul also remarks that 
U. 8. firms sometimes make the mistake of giving the 
agency for Portuguese East Africa to a Natal house. This 
has been done recently in the case of a certain make of 
typewriters, to the serious detriment of the trade. He 
wishes to remind our exporters that Lourenco Marquez is 
not in South Africa; it is in Southeast Africa, and Is the 
capital and chief port of Mozambique. There is nothing 
in common between Lourenco Marquez and the British 
colonies; on the contrary, they are trade rivals, and 
freight rates from Durban, Natal, to Lourenco Marquez 
are nearly as heavy, taken in connection with the trans- 
shipment charges, as the total rates from N. Y. used to 
be. Mr. Hollis advises that local agents be appointed for 
all articles that it is desired to introduce into Mozam- 
bique, and that no reliance be placed upon sub-agents 
located in ports which are politically and economically 
widely separated from that province.
